LESSON FOR SEPT. 29. 


R E V IE W . 


GOLDEN TEXT—"The wards that I 
have spoken unto you are spirit and are 
life."—John 6:63. 


That Sabbath 
most 
dreaded 
by 
many superintendents and schools is 
the one known as “review Sunday.” 
It is indeed a test of the ability and 
skill of the teachers as well as a test 
of the kind of work done during the 
past three months. Some condemn the 
Bible school and compare its work 
with that of the day school, not taking 
Into consideration the differences of 
paid and volunteer teachers, the time 
devoted to study, the discipline and 
countless other features. 
One method of review is to call out 
the lessons, twelve in number, 
and 
m ake some comment upon each one 
or else have some person report upon 
the subject m atter, the golden text, 
etc. This method may be preceded by 
having some one tell of that period in 
the life of Christ from which these 
lessons are taken; another tell 
of 
some events In contemporaneous his­ 
tory and the places Jesus visited dur­ 
ing this time. 
After such statem ents 
it would be wise to have a brief state­ 
ment made as to the subject m atter of 
the lessons for the entire quarter, e. 
g., how many have to do with m ira­ 
cles, teachings, etc. 
Also a statem ent 
of the principal persons w’hom Jesus 
met. 
It so happens that during this 
quarter there is no closely connected 
thread that runs throughout the les­ 
sons and one is at a loss to know 
just what governed the committee in 
their selection. 
It would be well therefore to require 
a written test from the pupils. 
A set 
of questions covering the work of the 
quarter could be prepared and given 
to the scholars a week in advance and 
from this set of questions 
a 
half 
dozen could be selected on the day 
of the review and the scholars be re­ 
quired to write their answers during 
the class hour 
W hat Lessons Teach. 
When it comes to selecting the main 
truths taught in each of the lessons 
of course there will be a wide variety 
of opinions 
We may therefore be 
pardoned if our suggestions may not 
agree with those suggested by others. 
Beginning with lesson one It seems 
as though the M aster Is seeking to 
show’ us that all m anner of sin can 
be forgiven except that sin which as­ 
cribes to the devil the work of tho 
Son of God. This full and complete re­ 
jection of Christ and his work of re­ 
demption is what is known as the un­ 
pardonable sin. 
The second lesson has to do with 
the seed, the sower and the soil. 
It 
Is a great illustration of the method 
whereby Christ is to extend his king­ 
dom and of the various sorts of soil, 
(hearts) in which the seed is to ger­ 
minate. 
The third lesson is another illus­ 
tration of the propagating process. In 
it we are shown both the intensive 
and the extensive growth. By the ref­ 
erence to the leaven in this lesson 
we are taught, as also in other para­ 
bles, that in this kingdom evil will 
also be present. 
Lesson four, the lesson 
of 
the 
wheat and the tares, 
is 
a 
further 
teacher along the same line with the 
added significance of the harvest and 
the separation incident thereto. 
Lesson five teaches us something as 
regards the value of this new’ king­ 
dom. 
Its value was sufficient to com­ 
pel heaven to yield its dearest treas­ 
ure. 
Lesson six and seven have to do 
with the pow’er of Jesus over wind and 
w’ave, over the man 
possessed 
of 
demons and over disease and death. 
Let us bring out the reason why Jesus 
thus manifested his power, viz., “that 
they might see the power of God rest­ 
ing in him,” John 5-36. 
Faith Essential. 
» 
Lesson eight has to do 
with 
tho 
great fact that God has so set forces 
at work in his kingdom as to make 
the faith of man an essential requi­ 
site in its advancement among men. 
Lesson nine deals with the death 
of John the Baptist and the eulogy of 
Jesus as to John’s character and work. 
The Implacable hatred 
of 
rebuked 
evil; the 
culmination 
of 
unbridled 
lust; the terror of a stricken con­ 
science and the reward of the faith­ 
ful are some of the truths suggested 
in this lesson. Notice that in this les­ 
son there is no record of any word of 
Jesus. 
Lesson ten, the sending forth of the 
disciples and the rules that are to 
govern their conduct Is logically fol­

Sickles’s Recent Relief of the Old 


General’s Financial Embarrassment, 


Now 
Apparently 
Is 
More 
Firmly 


Fixed Than Ever. 


New York, Sept. 27.—Over his sig­ 
nature, General 
Daniel 
E. 
Sickles, 
whose wife raised $8,200 by pawning 
her jewels with which to keep a judg­ 
ment against the tren* ral from forcing 
a sale of his household possessions, 
has 
issued 
a statem ent 
in 
which 
he makes a bitter attack ui>on his wife 
for stories which have appeared in 
the newspapers which came from Mrs. 
Sickles and their son, Stanton Sickles. 
Stanton Sickles, in speaking for his 
mother, made another attack upon his 
father, in which he qav,- names and 
dates cf the persons who caused the 
separation of his parents. 
The gen­ 
eral in his statem ent says that mis­ 
representations made in the newspa­ 
pers regarding his relations with his 
wife have made such an unfavorable 
impression upon his comrades and 
friends that he cannot remain silent 
any longer. 
He declares that the jewels pawned 
by his wife to pay the judgment ob­ 
tained against him belong to him and 
that they were in the possession of 
his mother and appropriated by his 
wife in 1876, after the decease of his 
mother in Madrid, and that he gave 
them to her. 
He further declares his 
wife has ample means and has in her 
possession more than $20,000 worth of 
silver plate belonging to him. 
“I have not lived with Mrs. S.,” he 
adds, “since 1880, for good and suffi­ 
cient reasons which I have heretofore 
forborne, and decline now, to dis­ 
close. 
“ When I separated from my wife in 
1880 I was not even acquainted wdth 
my friend. Miss Eleanor Earle Wil­ 
merding, whose name has been recent­ 
ly menticn*d as the cause of the sep­ 
aration, for whom I have the highest 
esteem. Neither Miss Wilmerding nor 
any other of my friends has taken any 
part w hatever in connection with my 
financial affairs, nor the present situa­ 
tion of my domestic affairs.” 


Charges Lack cf Chivalry. 


Mrs. Sickles, when seen in reference 
to the general’s statem ent, said: 
“It 
is terrible. 
It shows such a lack of 
chivalry. 
Tt Is true that I have some 
of his things, but they are not of 
value.” 
Stanton Sickles’s answer was an at­ 
tack on General Sickles. 
He said that 
the statem ent given out by his father 
made it necessary' for him to disclose 
the name of the person responsible 
for the separation of his father and 
mother. 
She is now' living in New 
York. 
She was out when a reporter 
called, and so could not answ'er the 
intimation that Stanton Sickles mad*1. 
The general's son went on to say 
that he had possession of the corre­ 
spondence between his father and the 
woman mentioned. 
Mr. Sickles then 
gave the details of the Mason which he 
alleges his father had. and then came 
to a mention of Miss Wilmerding, the 
general’s housekeeper. 
“ Miss 
Wilmerding 
speculates 
in 
stocks in Wall street. 
She had no 
fortune of any kind of her own. 
My 
father’s present financial difficulties 
have been brought about by Miss Wil- 
merding’s speculating in Wall street. 
In which speculation she has entangled 
my father. 
She has great influence 
over him. and has been his house­ 
keeper for fifteen years.” 


Fought Out Old Feud Grudge. 
Louisville, Ky.. Sept. 27.—One killed 
and three wounded is the result of a 
fight in McCleary county, just created 
and named in honor of Governor Mc- 
Creary. Deputy Sheriff King met W in­ 
field Troxell and his two brothers in 
the road on Bear creek and settled an 
old feud grudge. 
Winfield 
Troxell 
was killed, his two brothers wounded 
and King was so badly wounded he is 
not expected to recover.

LESSON FOR SEPT. 29. 


REVIEW. 


GOLDEN TEXT—"The w»rfls that I 
have spoken unto you are spirit and are 
life."—John 6:63. 


That Sabbath most dreaded by 


many superintendents and schools ia 
the one known as "review Sunday." 
It is indeed a test of the ability and 
skill of the teachers as well as a test 
of the kind of work done during the 
past three months. Some condemn the 
Bible school and compare its work 
with that of the day school, not taking 
Into consideration the differences of 
paid and volunteer teachers, the time 
devoted to study, the discipline and 
countless other features. 


One method of review is to call out 


the lessons, twelve in number, and 
make some comment upon each one 
or else have some person report upon 
the subject matter, the golden text, 
etc. This method may be preceded by 
having some one tell of that period in 
the life of Christ from which these 
lessons are taken; another tell ol 
some events in contemporaneous his- 
tory and the places Jesus visited dur- 
ing this time. After such statements 
It would be wise to have a brief state- 
ment made as to the subject matter of 
the lessons for the entire quarter, e. 
S-, how many have to do with mira- 
cles, teachings, etc. Also a statement 
of the principal persons whom Jesus 
met. It so happens that during this 
quarter there is no closely connected 
thread that runs throughout the les- 
sons and one is at a loss to know 
just what governed the committee in 
their selection. 


It would be well therefore to require 


a written test from the pupils. A set 
of questions covering the work of the 
quarter could be prepared and given 
to the scholars a. week in advance and 
from this set of questions a 
half 


dozen could be selected on the day 
of the review and the scholars be re- 
quired to write their answers during 
the class hour. 


What Lessons Teach. 


When it comes to selecting the main 


truths taught in each of the lessons 
of course there will be a wide variety 
of opinions. 
We may therefore be 


pardoned if our suggestions may not 
agree with those suggested by others. 


Beginning with lesson one it seems 


as though the Master is seeking to 
show us that all-manner of sin can 
be forgiven, except that sin which as- 
cribes to the devil the work of the 
Son of God. This full and complete re- 
jection of Christ and his work of re- 
demption is what Is known as the un- 
pardonable sin. 


The second lesson has to do with 


the seed, the sower and the soil. It 
Is a great Illustration of the method 
whereby Christ is to extend his king- 
dom and of the various sorts of soil, 
(hearts) In which the seed is to ger- 
minate. 


The third lesson is another illus- 


tration of the propagating process. In 
it we are shown both the Intensive 
and the extensive growth. By the ref- 
erence to the leaven in this lesson 
we are taught, as also in other para- 
bles, that in this kingdom evil will 
also be present. 


Lesson four, the lesson 
of 
the 


wheat and the tares, is a 
further 


teacher along the same line with the 
added significance of the harvest and 
the separation incident thereto. 


Lesson five teaches us something as 


regards the value of this new king- 
dom. Its value was sufficient to com- 
pel heaven to yield its dearest treas- 
ure. 


Lesson six and seven have to do 


with the power of Jesus over wind and 
wave, over the man 
possessed 
of 


demons and over disease and death. 
Let us bring out the reason why Jesus 
thus manifested his power, viz., "that 
they might see the power of God rest- 
ing In him," John 5-36. 


Faith Essential. 
, 


Lesson eight has to do with 
the 


great fact that God has so set forces 
at work in his kingdom as to make 
the faith of man an essential requi- 
site In its advancement among men. 


Lesson nine deals with the death 


of John the Baptist and the eulogy of 
Jesus as to John's character and work. 
The implacable hatred 
of 
rebuked 


evil; the culmination of unbridled 
lust; the terror of a stricken con- 
science and the reward of the faith- 
ful are some of the truths suggested 
in this lesson. Notice that in this les- 
son there is no record of any word of 
Jesus. 


Lesson ten, the sending forth of the 


disciples and the rules that are to 
govern their conduct IB logically fol- 
lowed by the great Invitation pre- 
sented in lesson eleven. 


Lesson twelve deals with the feed- 


Ing of the five thousand. He is the 
living bread who alone can satisfy 
the hunger of the countless multitudes 
of mankind. He In the ever-sufficient 
and the all-sufficient Lord and Savior. 


Of course such. a review will he 


rapid and perhaps incomplete, but it 
will show that he has sayings for all 
circumstances and power over all con- 
ditions of life. It -will Bhow that his 
sayings have in them the spirit of 
life, that will communlctae vitality, 
and that their efficiency and their ef- 
fectiveness depends, entirely upon Uw 
resDonse which we make to them

Estrangement Which It Was Thought 


Might Be Reconciled Following Mrs. 
Sickles's Recent Relief of the Old 
General's Financial Embarrassment, 
Now Apparently Is More Firmly 
Fixed Than Ever. 


New York, Sept. 27.—Over his sig- 


nature, General Daniel E. Sickles, 
whose wife raised $8,200 by pawning 
her jewels with which to keep a judg- 
ment against the general from forcing 
a sale of his household possessions, 
has issued a statement in which 
he makes a bitter attack upon his wife 
for stories which have appeared in 
the newspapers which came from Mrs. 
Sickles and their son, Stanton Sickles. ' 


Stanton Sickles, in speaking for his 


mother, made another attack upon his 
father, in which he gave names and 
dates of the persons who caused the 
separation of his parents. 
The gen- 


eral in his statement says that mis- 
representations made in the newspa- 
pers regarding his relations with his 
wife have made such an unfavorable 
impression upon his comrades and 
friends that he cannot remain silent 
any longer. 


He declares that the jewels pawned 


by his wife to pay the judgment ob- 
tained against him belong to him and 
that they were in the possession of 
his mother and appropriated by his 
wife in 1S76, after the decease of his 
mother in Madrid, and that he gave 
them to her. He further declares his 
wife has ample means and has in her 
possession more than $20,000 worth of 
silver plate belonging to him. 


"I have not lived with Mrs. S.," he 


adds, "since 1SSO. for good and suffi- 
cient reasons which I have heretofore 
forborne, and decline now, to dis- 
close. 


"When I separated from my wife in 


1SSO I wcs not even acquainted with 
my friend. .Miss Eleanor Earle Wil- 
merding, whose name has been recent- 
ly mentioned as the cause of the sep- 
aration, for whom I have the highest 
esteem. Neither Miss Wilmerding nor 
any other of my friends has taken any 
part whatever in connection with my 
financial affairs, nor the present situa- 
tion of my domestic affairs."

Stanton Sickles's answer was an at- 


He said that 
the statement given out by his father 
made it necessary for him to disclose

She was out when a reporter 
called, and so could not answer the 
intimation that Stanton Sickles made. 


The general's son went on to say

Washington. Sept. 27.—Officials here 


regard the Nicaraguan revolution at 
an end after two months of turbulence 
and anxiety, with the surrender of 
General Mena to Rear Admiral Sotith- 
erland at Granada. 


Minister YVeitzel cabled that Gen- 


eral Mena's surrender was accepted 
with the understanding that the van- 
quished rebel leader would be permit- 
ted to go to Panama and thence into 
permanent exile from Nicaragua. 


Minister "\Yeitzel stated that there 


was great rejoicing in Granada and 
in Managua, the capital, when the 
news of the surrender was received. 
He descriued the conditions found in 
Granada as most distressing and the 
Inhabitants of the city in a most pit- 
iable situation. 
Food supplies donat- 


ed by the American Red Cross are 
being distributed, together with other 
supplies brought from Managua by 
the American forces. 
The marines 


and bluejackets are practically run- 
ning the city, feeding the peopl 
maintaining order and also operating 
the trains on the railroads and the 
steamers on the lake. It is presumed 
that the numerous prisoners confined 
and tortured by Mena's men have been 
released. 


It is believed now that nothing re- 


mains but to get Mena out of the coun- 
try, restore order and get the people 
back to th«ir customary ways of life 
turn over the railroad and other prop- 
erty to their private owners and the 
Xicaraguan government, and then ar- 
range lor an open and free election 
under the supervision of the American 
forces.

the United States government could 
hardly stand by and see Mena killed, 
no matter bow it may be thought that 
he deserved such punishment.
